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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 01/07/2009 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-6, 8-11, 32-40 are currently pending in this application. No change in the claims 
has been made by this RCE. 

3. In light of the newly filed IDS, a new rejection of the claims is set forth below. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such fiill, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-6, 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Claim 9 contains "further consisting essentially of, which is in conflict with the parent 
claim 1. Since claim 1 contains "... blend composition consisting essentially of, its dependent 
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claims should not contain further polymer(s) without altering the properties or characteristics of 
the blend composition. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-6, 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 9 contains "further consisting essentially of, which is in conflict with the parent 
claim 1. Since claim 1 contains "... blend composition consisting essentially of, its dependent 
claims should not contain further polymer(s) without altering the properties or characteristics of 
the blend composition. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

9. Claims 1-6, 8-11, 32-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hansen et al. (WO 94/04351), Hansen et al. (US Pat. 5,498,478), Young et al. (US Pat. 
5,432,000), or Young et al. (US Pat. 5,188,624). The Hansen et al. (WO 94/04351) is cited in the 
IDS filed 01/07/2009. 
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Each of the references discloses a thermoplastic resin/superabsorbent polymer blend 
composition (binder composition), consisting essentially of one or more superabsorbent polymer 
and one or more thermoplastic resin that are the same as presently claimed. See text.
